Loypon, July 21.—In the Westminster Police 
Court yesterday Lady Mary Conyers appeared as 
complainant against Edward Rowdon, a justice of 
the peace for Oxfordshire, charging him with un- 
lawfully obstructing her in certain public places 
and conductipg himself in a disorderly manner 
towards her. Lady Tonyers is the daughter of Re- 
ginald Curties, esq., of Windmill Hill, Sussex, and 
was married in 1860 to Sackville George Lane Fox, 
twelfth Baron Conyers. The testimony concerning 
Mr. Rowdon's conduct towards her disclosed an ex- 
traordinary series of persecutions, apparently in- 
spired by an affection gone mad. Lady Conyers isa 
lady past the forties, with a grown son and two 
daughters, one of them Lady Violet, a young lady 
of twenty or so. Mr. Rowdon is a gentleman of 
means, living at 92 Jermyn street, Piccadilly. 

Mr. Rowdon was in court on a summons issued 
at the instance ef Lady Conyers, setting forth the 
above general complaint and alleging that her 
ladyship feared that the defendant 
woula repeat his offenses. Mr. Lewis,

Morning—A Storm That Swept the 
North End of Town, but Did Not

A weleome noise fell from the sky about 11:10 a. 
m. It souhded like the collapse of alumber yard, 
but was in reality a thunder-clap from the West. 
Everybody hailed it as the herald ofa storm, and 
to the sweltering population of the city the cloud- 
burst came like a sudden and earnestly desired re- 
lief from the distress that had been  threat- 
ening all morning. The thunder came from 
a sup-lit sky, and ailthougn peal followed 


peal and every moment the storm seemed to come 
nearer and to grow more imminent, the sky lost 
none of its brilliancy and the strips of shade on the 
south and East sides of streets did not lengthen 
any.

A Woman's Triumph at the Bar. 
From the New York Herald. 

The Lotinga trial, which has been going on in one 
of the London courts for fourteen days, bas ended 
in one of the most remarkable triumphs ever won 
by a woman at the bar. 

In March, 1883, Isaac Lotinga, then a bankrupt, 
insured his life for $10,000 in the Commercial Union 
Company. Four months afterward he died from 
the effects of a drink of carbolic acid from a whisky 
bottle. The Coroner's jury found that he committed 
Suicide. The insurance company refused to pay 
the policy on the grounds, first, of suicide, and, sec. 
ond, of drunkenness, Lotinga having represented 
himself to the company as aman of temperate 
habits, . 

Mrs. Lotinga, the widow of the deceased, brought 
suit to recover the amount of the policy. Shé re 
tained able counsel, but they failed to win her case 

The jury disagreed and rendered no verdict. Mrs. 
Lotinga then dismissed her lawyers, took charge of 
the case herself and pushed itto a second trial. 
The insurance company was represented by a 
formidable array of distinguished vounsel. By 
evidence and argument strenuous efforta were 
made to sustain the theory of suicide. A score or 
more witnesses were produced to swear that Lotinga 
had been a man of confirmed intemperate habits— 
in fact, a drunkard. Others testified that he had 
been on bad terms with his wife. 

Against this array of opposing lawyers and wit- 
nesses Mrs. Lotinga stood alone and fought single- 
handed fer fourteen days. She argued points of 
law and cross-examined witnesses with a skill that 
told against the defense. She broke down the the-

She called to the stand witness after witness to tes- 
tify that Lotinga had deen an exemplary temper- 
ance man—that even when he treated“ others bis 
own favorite drink was ginger beer or water. She 
further produced evidence to show thatthe rela- 
tions between her husband and herself had always 
been harmonious and their domestic life serane. 
She summed up der case in an address of three 
hours and she won the suit, The jury gave her a 
verdict for the full amount.

New Tork Health Board's Oircular. 

Prevention Dont lose your sleep; sleep in a cool 
place; don’t worry; don't get excited; don't drink 
too much alcohol; avoid working in the sun if you 
can; if in-doors. work in a well-ventilated room; 
wear thin clothes; wear a light hat, not black; put 
a large green leaf or wet cloth in it; drink water 
freely and sweat freely; if fatigued or dizzy, knock 
off work, lie down in a cool place, and apply cold 
water and cold cloths to your head and neck. 

Cure—Put the patient in the shade; loosen his 
clothes about the neck; seud for the nearest doo 
tor; give the patient cool drinks of water or black 
tea or black coffee, if he can swallow. If his skin 
is hot and dry prop him up, sitting against a tree or 
wall; pour cold water over the body and limbs, and 
put on his head pounded ice wrapped in a cloth or 
towel. If you can't get ice, use a wet cloth, and 
keep freshening it. But if the patient is pale aud 
faint, and his pulse tg feeble. lay him on his back, 
make him smell hartshorn fora few seconds, or 
give him a teaspoonful of aromatic spirits of 
ammonia or tincture ef ginger in two tablespoons- 
ful of water. In this case use no cold water, but 
rub the hands and feet and warm them by hot 
applications until the ciroulat ion is restored.

Decision in the Case of the Dodd 
Children’s Estate, 


— — — 


A Curator Who Loaned Trust Moneys 
to Himself —- Comments of the Court 
Thereon—- Judge Woerner's View of 
Returning Property at Half Its 
Value. 


Judge Woerner to-day rendered a decision in the 
matter of the final settlement of W. C. Jamison, 
who was removed from the curatorship of James 
B. Alene and 8. Milton Dodd. The question arose 
upon settlement with William H. Scudder, jr., the 
successor of the removed curator. 8. Milton 
Dodd died before the removal of the curator. As 
to its effect upon the property , the provisions of the 
statute dispense with the necessity of administra- 
tion, as a minor is presumed to have incurred no 
liabilities, 

The exceptions to the settlement of Mr. Jamison 
with Mr. Scudder, the present curator, put in issue 
the credit taken by Mr, Jamison of $6,500 in the 
case of James B. Dodd, $2,500 in the case of Aléne 
Dodd, and $2,500 in the’ case 
of 8. Milton Todd for notes of Jainison in favor of 
the wards secured by deeds of trust on Jamison's 
property; also tue charges of interest and the com- 
missions char, 

The statute requires guardians and curators to 
loan the money of their wards at the highest legal 
rate of interest that can be obtained on prime real 
estate security. Tae curator re- 
quired to make reports to eourt 
of the disposition made of their money, and if the
